Wolfpack Tackled 
Hornets to Win 
In Last Half Play 


RENO. -—- Sacramento State's 
hopes for their first football win 
were blasted when the University 
of Nevada Wolkpack overcame 
an early lead to beat the Hornets 
27-14 here Saturday. 

The Nevada offense was 
sparked by quarterback Ed Jesse 
whose passing set up two touch- 
downs and who ran for a third. 

Sacramento State got rolling in 
the first period when Jay Jensen 
blocked a Nevada kick and the 
loose ball was recovered by Fred 
Moeller on the Wolfpack 20 yard 
line. Two plays later halfback 
Lloyd Snelson smashed over giv- 
ing Sacramento its first score of 
the game. Moeller added the 
extra point. 

The Wolfpack didn’t get rolling 
until the second quarter when 
Jesse’s passes started clicking. 
Nevada drove from their 30 to the 
Hornet 20, From this point Joe 
Leal took the ball from the 
statue of liberty play and drove 
down to the two. Buddy Piazzo 
smashed over for the score. Jesse 
added the extra point, 

SSC forged ahead in the third 
quarter when Lewis passed to end 
Larry Voss for the second score. 
Snelson added the conversion 

Nevada's tying touchdown 
came in the third quarter as Jesse 
scored on an end run from the 18. 
Jesse also kicked the extra point. 

Nevada scored what proved to 
be the winning touchdown in the 
third period when halfback Frank 
Garcia took the kickoff and ran 
to the Hornet 45.
